Court’s Instructions State That

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 21.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.| Having failed to reach a 
verdict after a deliberation of three 
hours, the jury in the case of E. G. 
Lewis, publisher, charged with having 
used the maiis to defraud in connec- 
tion with his People’s United #ftates 
Bank, was locked up tonight at 9 
o'clock. The case was given to the 
jurors at 5 o'clock. They took #ev- 
éral ballots, but were divided tn their 
opinions.
